Man dead after random attack

Police are looking for a 
notorious group of 
“thugs” who are allegedly 
responsible for fatally 
stabbing a 38-year-old 
man from Thailand early 
yesterday morning. 

“It appears that this was 
a random attack,” said Ed¬ 
monton police homicide 
detective Bill Clark. “We 
are a big city and we 


have some big-city 
problems here, but f re a

public’s help.” 

Two of the vie- Det. 
tim’s friends were Bill Clark 
walking home near 
99 Street and 82 Av¬ 
enue when they were vio¬ 
lently attacked by a group 
of “four to six white males” 
sometime around 1 a.m., 
said Clark. 

Police said the melee 
continued in front of a 
house east of 99 Street and 
80 Avenue where it appears 
three of the men were con¬ 
tinuing to rob the pair. 

The victim and another 
friend ran out of the house 
to help, police said, and 
that’s when the victim was 
stabbed. Police said the 
suspects then ran off in a 
northwestern direction. 

The victim was rushed to 
hospital where he later 


died. 

“We know that some¬ 
body knows these people,” 
said Clark about the sus¬ 
pects. “There is a chance 
that these individuals are 
involved in this type of ac¬ 
tivity in this area in the 
past. We would like to 
speak to anyone that may 
have had this type of inci¬ 
dent, or been accosted by 
these group of individuals 
before ... They are like a 
pack of wild dogs.” 

Clark said the 
victim and his 
friends involved in 
the attack were all 
“hard-working in¬ 
nocent victims” 
who don’t speak 
English. 

Police are look¬ 
ing for three white 
males. One is de¬ 
scribed as a chubby 
20-year-old with 
short dark hair 
who stands between five- 
foot-seven and five-foot-10. 


The second suspect is 
described as a skinny 18- 
to 20-year-old with short 
dark hair who was wear¬ 
ing baggy black shorts to 
his knees with pockets on 
the sides. Police believe he 
is armed with a knife. 

The third suspect, the 
tallest of the group, is de¬ 
scribed as an 18- to 20- 
year-old who was seen 
wearing a black leather 
coat. 

Police are asking anyone 
with information to call 
the service’s dispatch line 
at 780-423-4567.

Veterans remember air crash victims

A low-flying C-130 
Hercules soared over 
roughly 150 veterans, mili¬ 
tary members and their 
families yesterday at a 
park in the Edmonton Gar¬ 
rison where 10 airmen 
lost their lives in a tragic 
mid-air crash 25 years ago. 

The flyby was part of a 
service to mark the an¬ 
niversary of the fatal crash 
that involved two Hercules 
planes — the only dual 
Hercules mid-air crash in 
Canada’s history. 

Nine people from 435 
Squadron, and an Ameri¬ 
can pilot on an exchange 
from the United States Air 
Force, died in the crash on 
March 29, 1985, as three 
Hercules planes flew in for¬ 
mation during a service for 
the Royal Canadian Air 
Force’s 61st anniversary. 

Two planes, Trucker Lead 
and Trucker Two, were 


preparing to land on the 
runway when they collid¬ 
ed, leaving debris scattered 
across the area. 


The third plane took 
flight again yesterday, 
thundering past the small 
crowd after a bugler played 


the Last Post. 

“Every mention of search 
and rescue on the TV or in 
the newspapers takes you 


I back,” said retired pilot 
§ Austin Ingram, who flew 
| with some of the airmen 
| killed in the crash. “It’s like

The MEP is the crucial 
communication instru¬ 
ment for a minority govern¬ 
ment that values staying on

While all gov¬ 
ernments try to control the 
message, the ambitious 
sweep of MEPs is unprece¬ 
dented in federal politics. 

Critics say it contradicts 
the core campaign promise 
that brought Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper to pow¬ 
er — introducing a new era 
of government transparen¬ 
cy and accountability.

A review of hundreds of 
MEPs spanning several 
years reveals the vast sweep 
of control exerted by the 
Harper government. 

They have been 
used to orches¬ 
trate almost 
everything 
from the rollout 
of billion-dollar 
purchases of mili¬ 
tary aircraft to the do¬ 
nation of a few thousand 
dollars to a community 
group. 

The identities of senior 


sources who have worked 
at PCO and other depart¬ 
ments are not being re¬ 
vealed because they fear 
retribution from their po¬ 
litical masters.

Cap may work, but 
oil spill drags on 


BP is paying 

• An official for BP PLC says the oil giant has paid 18,000 
claims along the Gulf Coast totalling more than $48 million. 
Darryl Willis, a BP vice-president, said yesterday that the com¬ 
pany has received 37 ,000 claims so far. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma warned last week during a trip to Louisiana that he didn't 
want BP “nickel-and-diming people" who claim to have lost 
money because of the oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico.

As the White House strug¬ 
gled to regain the Ameri¬ 
can public’s trust as oil 
continues to gush from a 
BP well at the bottom of 
the Gulf of Mexico, the oil 
giant said its containment 
cap — its latest effort to 
plug the leak — was 
beginning to capture 
greater amounts of crude. 

BP said it has increased 
the amount of oil being 
collected from its oozing 
well to 10,500 barrels a day 
and expects the quantity to 
increase in the days to 
come, a rare bit of promis¬ 
ing news in the midst of 
the worst oil spill in U.S. 
history. The containment 
cap is capturing “probably 
the vast majority” of the 


leaking oil, Tony Hayward, 
the beleaguered CEO of BP, 
told the BBC in an inter¬ 
view yesterday. 

Admiral Thad Allen, the 
White House’s point man 
on the disaster, backed up 
BP’s numbers, but also cau¬ 
tioned against getting too 
optimistic. “We’re making 
the right progress,” Allen, 


making the rounds of the 
Sunday talk shows, said on 
CNN. “I don’t think anyone 
should be pleased as long 
as there’s oil in the water.” 

Allen said the gushing oil 
is just one of several fronts 
in a battle in the gulf that 
will stretch on for months. 
“This is a war, he said.

one station on the site, 
but I’d place at least two to 
shorten the walks closer 
to the city’s 400-metre pol¬ 
icy. 

The stations themselves 
should be surrounded 
with the densest and most 
vibrant uses, tapering off 
into the quiet fringes, to 


allow residents to trade 
off access and privacy 
while ensuring that most 
people live within a short 
walk of the stations. 

Because this line will be 
the old-style high-floor 
train, it’s im¬ 
portant to 
ensure that 
the track 
isn’t a barri¬ 
er. Building 
on an open 
site means 
that cut-and- 
cover tun¬ 
nelling is rel¬ 
atively easy, 
and shallow 
tunnels run¬ 
ning under a 
linear park 
would reduce the cost. 

A side benefit is that in¬ 
stead of the usual climb to 
the surface, riders would 


only need to mount a sin¬ 
gle flight of stairs to re¬ 
turn topside with plat¬ 
forms located under 
plazas rather than streets. 

Along with high-floor 


LRT running north-south, 
I’ve long thought that 118 
Avenue would be a good 
future candidate for urban 
cross-town LRT. At the 
very least, it’s currently an 
important transit corridor 
that deserves strengthen¬ 
ing, and with the airport 
gone it should be connect¬ 
ed through the site in 
some form. 

Redirecting a few major 
bus routes (the 8, 9, 12, 
and some reorganization 
of the 3 and 5 come to 
mind) and supplying a few 
community circulators for 
those with limited mobili¬ 
ty would round out the 
rest of the necessary tran¬ 
sit service. 

The question then is: 
How to ensure that new 
residents and visitors take 
transit — as well as walk 
and bicycle — which is a 
question I’ll address in a 
future column.

Pot dub raids help organized crime: Senator 


Police have done the Mob 
and street gangs a favour 
by cracking down on 
cannabis clubs, say pot de¬ 
criminalization advocates. 

They warn people will 
now be buying their stuff 
from criminal networks in¬ 
stead of tax-paying busi¬ 
nesses. 

Thirty-five people were 
arrested in raids on Que¬ 
bec’s so-called “compas¬ 
sion clubs” — storefront 
outlets operating in plain 
view — while 90 kilograms 
of cannabis were also 
seized Thursday. 

Those clubs in Montreal 
and Quebec City offered a 
wide selection of marijua¬ 
na for about $10 per gram 
to customers who claimed 
a medical condition and 
provided a doctor’s note. 

Police argue the clubs 
were selling to healthy 
people and essentially 
were drug-trafficking oper¬ 



ations. A police spokesman 
said those arrested were all 
released after promising to 
appear in court June 23. 

Senator Pierre Claude 
Nolin says users of medici¬ 
nal marijuana are now 
forced to find it else-

After mak¬ 
ing the ar¬ 
rests, police 
themselves de¬ 
clared the clubs had 
no connection to crim¬ 
inal gangs. 

“It’s the most disastrous 
consequence of the whole 
operation,” said Nolin, a 
longtime advocate for re¬ 
laxed drug laws. 

“The vast majority will 


have to look at the black 
market ... and the sub¬ 
stance on the black market 
is not exactly the quality 
substance that are re¬ 
ceived in the clubs. 

“In the clubs, they are 
tiying to have access to

The Health Canada web¬ 
site says that, as of June 
2009, 4,029 people had au¬ 
thorization to possess 
dried marijuana for med¬ 
ical purposes and 2,360 
were allowed to cultivate 
or produce it. 

A pie chart indicates the 
largest number of permits 
— 1,631 — were issued in 
Ontario, followed by 1,008 
in British Columbia. Nova 
Scotia was third with 491, 
followed by Quebec with 
305. In Alberta, 282 people 
were given permission to 
use cannabis for their 
health.

A biologist and researcher 
is asking why none of the 
six men on the board reg¬ 
ulating oil activity off 
Newfoundland lists envi¬ 
ronmental expertise as a 
prime credential. 

The head of the Canada- 
Newfoundland and 

Labrador Offshore Petrole¬ 
um Board has stressed that 
environmental protection 
is a top goal. 

But Gail Fraser of York 
University points out that 
the board members’ on¬ 
line biographies cite little 
or no related background. 


“They don’t have any¬ 
body on the board with en¬ 
vironmental expertise that 
has voting capacity,” she 
said from Toronto. 
“They’re supposed to be 
regulating the environ¬ 
ment.” 

One of the six board 
members describes earn¬ 
ing an unspecified science 
degree before joining the 
Newfoundland public serv¬ 
ice in 1969. 

“None of them would 
know a good research de¬ 
sign if it hit them in the 
head,” said Fraser, who is

Canada's Coast Guard to

Guard is sending half of its 
ocean boom to the Gulf of 
Mexico to help U.S. authori¬ 
ties deal with the oil 
cleanup effort. 

Over 3,000 metres of the 
floating containment sys¬ 
tem will be trucked over 
the next few days to Mobile, 
Ala., for deployment, Gail 
Shea, the minister responsi¬ 
ble for the coast guard, an¬ 
nounced yesterday. 

“We have offered assis¬ 
tance to the United States 
and we got the official re¬ 
quest on Friday,” Shea said 
following a media briefing. 

“I would expect they will 
take all they can get, even 
though they have a lot of 
boom there now.” 


Shea said Ottawa will do 
what it can to maximize its 
contribution to cleanup ef¬ 
forts. Canada has already 
sent scientists from the 
Centre for Offshore Oil and 
Gas Environmental Re¬ 
search to monitor the ef¬ 
fects of oil dispersants, as 
well as a plane to track the 
course of the slicks. 

Kenneth Lee, an oil spill 
remediation expert with 
the centre, has just re¬ 
turned from the Gulf coast, 
where he was helping mon¬ 
itor the spread of the oil. 
“There’s a lot of activity 
down there and I don’t 
think people realize how 
hard the effort is to try and 
stop this spill,” he said.

Schultz’s sales force grew 
and soon she began getting 
rewards from the company 
— including trips to Disney 
World and Argentina, as 
well as a new convertible. 

She now has 60 sales rep¬ 
resentatives who pay her a 
portion of their sales.

INGREDIENTS: 

6 medium-size beets with 
tops 

2 cups finely-shredded 
spinach 
2 tbsp butter 

1 large onion, chopped 
5 cups low-sodium beef 
broth 

540 ml can chopped toma¬ 
toes, undrained and cut up 

2 tsp dried marjoram 
1 tsp salt 

1 tsp dried dill weed 
1/2 tsp black pepper 

2 cups shredded cabbage 
2 cups bite-size pieces 
cooked beef or pork 

2 tbsp vinegar 
1 tbsp sugar 

METHOD: 

1. Trim leaves from beets, 
leaving 2.5 cm of stem at¬ 
tached. In 6-litre Dutch 
oven, cover beets with 
lightly salted water. Bring 
to boil. Lower heat and 
simmer, covered, 45 min¬ 
utes or until tender; drain. 
Cool slightly. Peel beets by 


slipping off skins while 
still warm. Cut beets into 
3.5 cm x 0.5 cm sticks. 
Measure 4 cups. 

2. In same pot, melt butter 
over moderately high 
heat. Add onion and cook 
5 minutes or until tender. 

3. Add spinach broth, 
tomatoes, marjoram, salt, 
dill weed and pepper. 
Bring to boil. Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, 5 to 
10 minutes or until 
spinach is tender. Stir in 
cabbage, beef, vinegar and 
sugar. Carefully stir in 
cooked beets. Simmer, 
covered, 5 to 7 minutes 
more or until heated 
through.
